T. No. 6j 137192 EPC.—-In exercise of the powers conferred under para¬ 
graph I and 3 of the Export and Import Policy 1992—97, the Central Govern¬ 
ment hereby makes the following amendments in the Export and Import Policy 
1992—97 :— 

!. In Chapter VIII, paragraph 88, Scheme F, Ninth line, the follow- 
ing new sub-clause fiii) shall be added after the existing sub- 
clause (ii) :— 

“(in) rough diamonds, rough coloured gem-stones and real or cultured 
pearls undrilled (unset for the residual value.” 

2. In Chapter VIII, paragraph 88, Scheme F, Seventh and Twenty 
Third lines, the words and figures “gold findings|mountings of 
0.920 fineness” shall be amended as under :— 

“gold findingsjmountings.solders upto 0.920 fineness”. 

3. In Chapter VIII, paragraph 88. Scheme F, the last sentence shall 
be amended as under : — 

"Notwithstanding the above provisions, after exports of plain gold 
jewellery and without waiting for realisation of sale proceeds in 
free foreign exchange, the licensing authority may issue a non- 
transferablc Replenishment licence for a value equivalent to 
87 per cent of the notional FOB value of exports declared by the 
exporter. For this purpose, the exporter shall submit applica¬ 
tion for issue of the licence ulongwith the following documents : — 

(i) customs attested invoice; 

(ii) customs authenticated shipping bill; and 
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(iii) a declaration about the notional f.o.b. of exports. 

After full realisation of sale proceeds in free foreign exchange, the 
exporter shall apply for issue of residual non-transferable Re¬ 
plenishment Licence, if any, alongwith the Bank certificate of 
realisation. If due, a licence for the excess entitlement shall 
be issued. Otherwise, the value of tire licence already issued 
shall be adjusted against the exports in question. In case the 
adjustment is not complete, the balance value shall be adjust¬ 
ed from his future entitlement. 

The Replenishment licence shall be valid for a period of 
8 months from the date of its issue.” 

4. In Appendix I, SI. No. 2.5, column No. (2), the description of 
export product shall be amended as under :— 

“Cut and Polished Diamonds ( with per carat realisation of more than 
US dollars 575 FOB).” 

5. In Appendix 1, Si. No. 2.5, column No. (5), Remarks No. (1) 
shall be deleted.
